Thank you for your February 16, 2015 letter. The U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) is 
providing this response for itself, the U.S. Bureau of Land Management (BLM) and the Colorado 
Department of Public Health and the Environment (CDPHE) (collectively the Agencies). The Agencies 
are encouraged with Sunnyside Gold Corporation’s (SGC) continued commitment to work on improving 
the water quality in the Animas River. Since your letter states that SGC has begun preparing the work 
plans, the Agencies would like to schedule a meeting with SGC as soon as possible to: 1) discuss work 
plan development in accordance with agency requirements; 2) discuss coordinating SGC’s work plans 
with the Agencies work plans for remedial investigation work in other portions of the basin; and 3 ) 
begin discussions on an agreement for the development and implementation of SGC’s work plans.
